Because I did not get to my yesterday ' a nail until bedtime last night I write you 
without being able to consult Jinu Be has a touch of the flu ana we have but a single 
tail e day - it comes and goes at the *Jae time. There are records of which you nay 
perhaps want copies# I can provide them later# 

because while you may have some suspicions you and dill are more or lees in the posi- 
tion of teidLn the FBI's word and because we arc to discuss other than the FBI s compliance 
on *rld«y, I do fear that when wo are in chaftbar* on Monday you may be under a misap. reheo- 
sion about the FBI end whether or not it in reasonably close to reasonable compliance, 
am again informing you rather than pulling a surprise on you If we have to go to trial, 
in the hope that informing you nay e.vpld the need for going to trial. 

This also relates to what 1 h#ve mentioned to you, that there is other litigation 
that might be avoided. When we can I am willing to deal with you and Bill on the basis 
of trust and to inform you in the hope that may avoid litigation. I m sure im agrees. 

During the hearings in C.a.75-1996 there came a time when Jim considered it necessary 
to inform the judge that I am singled out as a special case for cpeaial non-compliance. 

Ke of course had our own ways of knowing and proving t ls before 1 obtained the Fitf 
recorde that state non-compliaaoo with all my requests was ordered and wheher or not 
by him was approved by hoover, ^hie also was known to the Department. 

We established that 1 had some two dozen roiA requests that wer- without response, 
that all wore long over, even with the claimed backlog, that the relevant records haa been 
processed at least tlirec times without a single piece of paper being provided to mo, and 
that these requests under FQli. go back to 1968. If you want the testimony it was last 
September a year ago. SA Howard testified to the processing without any compliance, 
when cross examined by J im, not voluntarily. I an certain the judge and her cleric will, 
recall all of this. Dugan pretends he was denied the opportunity to cores examine me. 
Nonsense. *9 quit. The judge offered to resume after a dental appointment, Jim did, aaO. 
Dugan didn't. 1 cen produce recorde relating to the testimony I gave. My wife is wording 
on th«" now, when she haa odd moments, so that all of this will be in an organised iorm. 

My recollection of the details of ay requests are not as clear as I'd like them to 
be. I know I started out trying to pinpoint, to make aimple requests relating to what 
was then of special interest, with the intention of making compliance easy. I believe that 
in the end my JF£ requests covered all records. By the way, x know ol the coming ro eases 
from the papers, still not from the FBI# 

Whether or not my requests by now really are all-inclusive as I believe, they without 
doubt do include what follows. 

One of the 1968 requests relates to Army intelligence files. Another I know is for 
all in headquarters relating to Lee Harvey Oswald. When the FBI pe- elated in stonewalling 
1 turned to the Amy and to Amy Intelligence with requests. I began by pending the "«P» Tt ” 
ment the DJ 118 form and a check that was cashed and ended being told by the Army ann by 
Army Intelligence that a ^resident can be assassinated and the .-.ray has not a single record 
relating to it. Complete stonewalling. But with the «nsy and Army Intelligence I did know 
b rause at the very least there was an Army Intelligence agent named Pcvell who vau on the 
scene with a camera and waB confined to the building from which the government claims all 
the shots were fired - with hin Ci-mara. He filed reports. The FBI obtained them and at 
least one picture. The latter 1 know b&c&uce long after my ^request it gnve one I rogoro as 
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well Intended but inclined toward irresponsibility ena sensationalism a print of one 
Powell picture. 1 have a copy of it. 

Thir. is far fra. the ohly case of the FBI obtaining relevant pictures and not giving 
thee. to the Warren Comission. 1 have old requests for otters. 

It now begins to get what a would describe as a bit Dyaantine. Tiisre is no re of this 
nature t>ian I'll go into now. The Army tells me that the unit in Dallas waa liquidated and 
that it can find no relevant records where they ohould be store 1, at In&iantown Gap, r a. 

Army j?telligenos at Fort *eade also claims to have no records, ^obody dieputea tint they 
once existed. The inference in that ft ^resident was killed and the Army destroyed all its 
records. The fact Is that the FKL continues to withhold ell ite records irons me* 

But not from others, as I learned yesterday from a friend in California, sent me 
a copy of a he wrote about recently released FBI records relating to Army Intelligence. 
I have written him asking his permission to give you copies if you K*mt them. 

These records the FBI continues to withhold from me include FBI knowledge of and 
reaction to Amy Intelligence records in cities other than Dallas in Texas. They disclose 
that Amy Intelligence knew oi and iniorueD the FBI of t&o Oswald connection with tho name 
"ItLde.11" at # time whe.v it vae uot known, many hours before tte FBI had access to tho 
contents of Oswald's wallet, long before oithor of the coarohea of Oswald's residences. 

(Both were illegal, by the way.) I was not much more than an hour after Oswald was arrested. 

tty source informs me thst the FBI's records he has disclose that at 3*15 local time 
the aay of the assassination the FBI San Antonio FO was contacted by Col* Robert 2* Jonos 
of the 112th Army Intelligence Grojrp, with more than the foregoing alias information end 
with reference to Army Intelligence files on Oswald from three other cities* The FBIHQ 
appears to have taken thio initial information to represent possible co-con cpira tors. 

The time, 3*15 p.m., is but a quarter of on hour before the initial interrogation of 
Oswald, as I recall without any FBI agent present then. let by then the FBI records I do 
not have quote v onew &b saying that "according to information he has received Oswald was 
carrying a Selective Service card having the name Alex Hidell.’ 1 There are some mysteries 
about this and such early knowledge of it by the Army but I do not now take time for them. 

tfy point la that mom than a year after we disclosed to otters in court and by otter 

means that the FBI is following the hoover directive not to comply with my requests it 
continues to deny me all records end that nobody has tried to get the FBI to comp;y. It has 
been months since one or more Department lawyers discussed the processing of some of these 
requests with ^lm and indicated records would sooon be sent. They have not been. It has 
been quite some tine since I was told essentially the same thing by pteuo by one In the 
DAO's office whose name I recall as hinds Robinson. But the records etill have not been sent. 
The appeal, at least in theory, should have been processed long ago. I have, repeated it 
without even acknowlf igement. and that is past the due date. 

The FBI's attitude, which from my experience remains unchanged except as compulsion 
has forced it to provide records, is not its alone. I can produoe for you checks I sent to 

the DAB's office which were first tftrn up, th^ n 3cotch taped together and cashed, without 

the requested records being provided • 

As recently as this pact * riday its responses in gill's office were not truthful. I 
can tell you what their explanation will be. I s Id they can use their indexes. They claim 
they have no indexes, as they have with me for months. I have sent ^im copies of several 
records I had copied by accident, sending them merely because they disclose that the FBI 
does index and even has a rubber stamp to include directions for indexing. Their out will 
be that in they have no such indexes. 1 have been through this with them. 11' tho Hy does 
not it knows very well that tte f jJtSd offices do and that tills is especially important with 
what it calls "OC" or Office of Origin, AA amphie. However, I believe that as it 1b pertinent 
in C.a. 75-1996 &11 FOs had indexes. I believe that where 1 have obtained records from FOs 
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in Kiorfc if not all case* l h*ve proof of the «aitfteno« in indent*! vithin those FOb* 

The 21 at is vej*y close* I'm trying to help you and Bill arrange for the iveceosary 
complianoe in tiiue to give aoae assurances of it to the judge on the 21 et* Atd, of course, 
aasursnceo that *iar. and I will acoept from you and Bill that 1 at leaet will not accept 
from tho FBI, I have given it a large liet of specific non-ooapliances over a period of 
about a year and a half without any significant response, with moat of what I wroto it 
totally ignored. 

This Army Intelligence matter is merely the most recant illustration of its in- 
tentions with regard to me and the subject in gvmeral^ as well as toward F01A and PA# 

In a number of specific instances ploasc believe me I will be ebl to attribute 
L 4 >tiV 4 i to the withholdings# *ou saw, if It was clear enough* that with, the **exico 3it? 
sketch of tljtfs iXing suspect fci u*ro lb indication of the FBI* s involvement in a fake and 
the certainty of its knowledge of the fakery# This ia a specific *tem of ry 4/15/7.2 
requests and I have been raising these questions for months* With the catalogues for which 
copyright swaption ie olaimod I can do the same* And with much more#
